HASKELL FAMILY OF DUDLEY, MASS., AND WwuODSTOCK 
AND 


HASKELL FAMILY OF KILLINGLY AND THOMPSON, CT.

In Volume 6 of Genealogies of Woodstock Families, by 
the late Clarence \iinthrop Bowen, at pages 709-/1 and 
714-718 appear partial genealogies of the two above- 
named families. As these contain a number of errors 
that should be corrected, and a nurber of lines that 
are not carried out, this article is designed to make 
the needed corrections anc additions. 


The Dudley-Woodstock Family 


1. John Haskell of Dudley, Mass., was born at Man- 
chester, Mass., Apr. 20, 1722, son of Jchn3 (\Williame, 
Rogerl) and Emme (Tailer) Haskell. He married first, 
at Ipswich, lass., Feb. 19, 1748, Eunice Low of that 
place. It was he, and not his son John, who married 
{secondj, at Thompson, Ct., Dec. 19, 1731 (intention, 
Dudley, Nov. 17, 1781), "widow Rachel Larned of Killing- 
ly." She was Rachel Green, daushter of Henry and Ju- 
dith (Guile) Green, and widow of Samuel Larned, bap- 
tized at North Killingely (now Putnam Heichts) Church, 
Mar. 8, 1724, and died at Dudley, Apr. 27, 1819. 

The fact that Rachel Larned married John Haskell, 
Sr., is established by the papers in connection with 
his estate-on file at Worcester, Mass. He died at Dud- 
ley in Aug. 1805; administrator's bond dated sept. 3, 
1805, distribution Apr. 5, 1806. A petition dated at 
Thompson, Mar. 3, 1806, and signed by Rachel, asked the 
Court for an allowance from John's estate. It stated 
that she was "more than 80 years old," sick and in need 
of doctor's and nurse's care. That John Haskell, son 
of her husband, had, upon his, death, taken over all 
personal property of the deceased, had himself appoint- 
ed administrator, and had even discharged the nurse who 
was taking care of the said Rachel. 

All of John's children were mentioned, Janes and 
Stephen, Jeremiah, Lydia Walxer wife of Asa Walker, and 
an agent, Jchn Eddy, was appointed to represent David, 
wno was out of the Dudley government.

"baptized privately in his own house Feb. 17, 1728, be- 
ing dangerously sick." He married at Cambridge, Mass., 
Mar. 2, 1698/9, Mary Squire, born Oct. 18 1681, daugh- 
ter of John and Sarah (Francis) Squire. She was dis- 
missed from the Church at Middleboro to the Church at 
Killingly, Dec. 31, 1727. John sold his land in Middle 
boro and removed to wild land near Killingly about 1720. 

This Connecticut branch of the family adopted the 
Hascall spelling of the name, which has been used by 
most descendants to the present time.

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THE PLUMLY FAMILY OF SOMERSETSHIRE, ENGLAND 
AND SUCKS COUNTY, PENNSYLVANIA

The name Plumly (Plumley, Plomley, Plumleigh) is to 
be found in the records of the southwestern part of 
England in the sixteenth and seventeenth centuries. 
Accounts of the Plumleigh family occur in several of 
the Visitations of Devon and Cornwall, whereas people 
whose name was spelled Flumly, Flumley and Plomley were 
to be found in Somersetshire in that period (see F. A. 
Crisp, Abstracts of Somersetshire Wills, third, fourth, 
fifth and sixth series). The relationship of the Qua- 
ker family of Plumly or Plumley, of Priddy and Wells, 
co. Somerset (with which the present writer is concern- 
ed) to others of the name is not at present known. The 
major part of the information on the Quaker family of 
Flumly is derived from the Plumly papers in the Gilbert 
Cope Mss. Collection at the Library of the Genealogical 
Society of Pennsylvania, Fhiladelphia, Pa. 


1. Charles! Plumly or Plumley, of Priddy and Wells, 
co. Somerset, is the founder of this family. He was 
doubtless closely related to John Plumly and Laurence 
Plumly, householders of Priddy, who were certified as 
being exempt from paying hearth tax, 18 Feb. 1670/1 IE. 
Dwellv, National Records, vol. 2, p. 170]. As "Charles 
Plumley of Priddy, yeoman," he and Margery Page of But- 
combe, co. Somerset, both members of the Society of 
Friends, were married by Quaker ceremony in co. Somer- 
set on 1l of 12th month (Feb.) 1665/6. The dates of 
their deaths are not reported. Priddy is a parish and 
village on the crest of the Mendip Hills, between Bris- 
tol and Wells, and was formerly known as the center of 
the Mendip lead mining district. Wells is a beautiful 
small cathedral town, the chief seat of the Bishop of 
Bath and Welis, with whom the Quaker members of the 
Plumly family were probably not on good terms.

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2. John Plumly or Flumley (Charles!), yeoman, was 
born at Friddy, co. Somerset, England, 8 of 7th month 
(Sept.) 1677, and died in Middletown Township, Bucks 
Co., Pa., between 24 March 1731/2 and 27 April 1732. He 
removed from England to Pennsylvania not long before 
December 1698, and was evidently fairly well off finan- 
cially, for he was able to purchase 500 acres of land 
in Middletown Township by two deeds dated 16 Dec. 1698 
and 10 March 1702/3. He also bought a share in some 
mills and land along the Neshaminy River in Bucks Co., 
and later added 100 acres in a tract adjoining his 
first holdings on his considerable estate. John Plumly 
was married in April 1707 (first notice of intention of 
marriage dated 6 of 12th month (Feb.) 1706/7) to Mary 
Bainbridge, born in Maidenhead Township (originally in 
Burlington Co., later in Hunterdon Co., N.J.) 13 of l2th 
month (Feb. ) 1687/8, daughter of John and Sarah Bain- 
bridge of Maidenhead Township, who on 3 of 2nd month 
(April) 1707 gave their consent to the marriage of 
their daughter Mary to Jchn Flumly of Pennsylvania. 
This marriage was not happy. According to the Minutes 
of the Middletown Monthly Meeting of Friends, under 
date of 6 of 5th month (July) 1721, "It is reported 
that Mary Flumly hath behaved herself very disorderly 
this long time, being often overcome with strong lic- 
quer and then quariling with her husband insomuch that 
neighbors hath been called in about them...." More com- 
plaints, all of the same nature, were reported in the 
Minutes of 3 of 6th month 1721, 7 of 7th month 1721, 2 
of 9th month 1721, 6 of 4th month 1728, and 4 of 6th 
month 1728. Finally, on 5 of 7th month 1728, both John 
and Mary Flumly were dismissed from the Society of 
Friends for "disorderliness." 

John Plumly built a stone dwelling house in,1730, 
which in 1897 was the residence of James C. Hibbs. The 
will of John Plumly "of the County of Bucks, yeoman," 
was dated 24 March 1731/2 and proved 27 April 1732 
[Bucks Co. Wills, Liber 1, p. 165, Bucks Co. Court 
House, Doylestown, Pa.j. The testator bequeathed to 
his son Charles his dwelling house and "half of the 
land 1 live on, next Neshaminey, containing 300 acres 
more or less," and to his son William "the other half 
of the land I live on, also containing 300 acres, more 
or less, next to the land formerly belonging to Daniel 
Jackson." To his daughter Sarah Carter, £50. To his 
son William, "my negro boy Jemmey." To his son John, 
£30, to be paid by son William within 4 years after 
William reaches the age of 21 years. To son John, "my 
negro boy Ishmael." To his wife Mary Plumly, "my nepro 
woman Armenia," beds, bedding, and half of the residue 
of the personal estate, together with a home in the 
dwelling house and privileges of firewood, etc., as 
long as she remains a widow. To his son Charles, the 
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other half of the residue of the personal estate. He 
appointed his wife Mary and son Charles executors, and 
his cousins William Paxson and William Atkinson over- 
seers and trustees. The witnesses were hobert Shewell, 
William Murdaugh and Sarah Bullock. 

John Flumly's father-in-law, John Bainbridge, sur- 
vived Plumly by nearly a year. An abstract of the will 
of John Bainbridge of Maiuenhead, Ilunterdon Co., N.J., 
gentleman, dated 12 Feb. 1732/3 and proved 1 March 
1732/3, is printed in the New Jersey Archives, lst ser- 
ies, vol. 30 (Abstracts of Wills, vol. 2), pp. 30-31. 
The abstract merely states that the testator mentioned 
his daughter Mary. The original will in the Secretary 
of State's Office, Trenton, N.J., gives more detail. 
The testator bequeathed to "my daughter Mary £10 at her 
own disposal without the consent of her husband." Since 
Bainbridge's will was made ten months after Flumly's 
death, it is obvious that Mary (Bainbridge) Plumly had 
marriea a secona husband before l2 teb. 1732/3, and 
that she was, therefore, the "Nary Plumley of Bucks 
Co., widow," who was married by N.J. license dated 4 
July 1732 to "John Gale of Bristoll, Pennsylvania, 
blacksmith" (Genealogical Magazine of New Jersey, vol. 
15, pe 100}, as his second wife. For further informa- 
tion on John Gale, see the following article, infra.

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JOHN GALE OF BRISTOL, BUCKS COUNTY, 
PENNSYLVANIA, AND HIS FAMILY 


By John Insley Coddington, of Washington, D.C. 


John! Gale of Bristol, Bucks Co., Pa., blacksmith, 
was a rather mysterious figure who managed to leave 
singularly few records of himself to edify his descend- 
ants. Neither the date and place of his birth, nor the 
date and place of his death, are known, and the name of 
his first wife, who must have been the mother of his 
children, is likewise unknown. 

He presumably arrived at Bristol, Pa., in the later 
172U's, but neither the date nor the place whence he 
came is known. He apparently never owned any land, for 
no deeds are recorded to him either in Bucks County or 
in New Jersey. He left no will, and there is no record 
of the administration of his estate. Moreover, there 
is no mention of his children in the Orphans! Court 
records of Bucks County, so they were probably of age 
at the time of his death. 

The only clue to John Gale's origin that has so far 
been discovered by the present writer is contained in 
a note written in Feb. 1876 by one of Gale's preat- 
great-cranddaughters, Mrs. Oliver Wilson (Ann or Nancy 
Walker Thornton), who was born in Buckingham Township, 
Bucks Co., Pa., 16 Dec. 1793 and died at Fhiladelphia 
28 Dec. 1882 (see ante, vol. 15, p. 156). This lady 
interested herself in genealogy and evidently collected 
considerable information about her ancestors and rela- 
tives, which she inscribed in the Family Bible origin- 
ally belonging to her parents, Joseph and Mary (Cary) 
Thornton (ante, vol. 15, p. 155). In this Bible, Mrs. 
Wilson wrote that her immigrant great-frandfather, Jo- 
seph Thornton (ante, vol. 15, pp. 148-151) "married 
Margaret Gale, daughter of John Gale, who came from 
England to Pennsylvania." 

Although a tradition of a man's English origin writ- 
ten down by a descendant so remote would ordinarily 
carry very little weight, in this instance it may well 
be correct, because John Gale of Bristol, FPa., quite 
evidently did not belong to any of the known Gale fam- 
ilies of New England or the central colonies, so it is 
quite likely that he may have come directly from Eng- 
land to Pennsylvania, as Mrs. Wilson said he did. The 
present writer at one time considered the possibility 
of a connection between John Gale of Bristol and the 
family of Abel Gale of Jamaica, L.1. (see ante, vol.28, 
pp. 13-23), since cescendants of both men eventually 
settled in southern New Jersey, but this supposition 
proved to be completely unfounded. The Family Bible in 
which Mrs. Wilson made the above notation was (in Octo- 
ber 1945) in the possession of Mrs. Wilson's grand- 
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nephew, John Pearson Thornton (born at New Germantown, 
N.J., 16 Nov. 1864), of 117 Hast Butler Street, Adrian, 
Michigan. Mr. Thornton, according to the law of primo- 
seniture, is the heir-male of his immigrant pvreat-great 
ereat-Grandfather, Joseph Thornton, and he very kindly 
allowed the present writer to copy all the family data 
contained in the Bible. 

If John Gale was indeed born in England, identifica- 
tion of his place of origin and parentage will be dif- 
ficult, for the name of Gale is quite common in a nunm- 
ber of English counties. Moreover, no help will be ob- 
tainable from Friends' reccrds, for althoush John Gale 
settled in such a predominantly Quaker community as 
Bristol, Pa., he was not a member of the Society of 
Friends, and his second wife had been dismissed from 
the Society four years before he married her. 

One of the very few existing records concerning John 
Gale is tne license for his second marriage: "July 4, 
1732. John Gale, Bristoll, Fennsylvania, blacksmith, 
and Mary Flumley of Bucks County, widow" |Genealogical 
Magazine of New Jersey, vol. 15, p. 10Uj. The bride 
was Mary (Bainbridge) Plumly, who was born in Maiden- 
head Township 13 of 12th month (Feb.) 1687/8, daughter 
of John and Sarah Bainbridge of Maidenhead Township, 
Hunterdcn Co., N.J., and widow of John Flumly of Mid- 
dletown Township, Bucks Co., Pa., for whom see the pre- 
ceding article, ante. The date of her death is not 
known. 

One other record of Jchn vale has been noted. He 
was a witness to the will of Thomas Wathel of Bucks 
Co., who died 13 April 1733, and whose will was proved 
at Philadelphia [rhiladelphia County Wills, Liber 5, p. 
213, City Hall, Philadelphia, Pa.j.

MICAH WHITE OF ABINGTON AND CUMMINGTON, MASS.

On page 265 of Ancestral Chronological Record of the 
William White Family (1895) by Thomas and Samuel White, 
in the chapter Tevetea to Miscellaneous Families claim- 
ing descent from William White of the Mayflower, we 
read as follows: 

"Michael White, b. about 1725, his father thought to } 
have been John, lived in Weymouth, Mass., and was said 
to have been drowned in middle life while crossing a 
river, leaving two destitute children, Michael and a 
daughter. Mike was bound out to learn a trade and af- 
ter seven years service he enlisted as a soldier but 
served as a mechanic during the French and Indian War. 
It is thought that he was a great-grandson of Resolved 
After the war closed in 1759 he married Hannah Ferrell 
anc settled in Cummington, Mass. 

"His son Jacob, b. Sept. 28, 1775, m. 1800 Jane Rob- 
inson. He died Aug. 1, 1850." 

This Michael White, so called above, is really Micah 
White of Abington, a descendant of the Weymouth White 
family, as will appear by our sketch below. He is of- 
ten confused with his cousin Micah White who was called 
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Micah "Jr." in the records of Abington and East Bridge- 
water and in the deeds. When Micah "Sr." removed to 
Cummington, his cousin Micah "Jr." bought his homestead 
which was along the boundary of Abington and East 
Bridgewater, Mass. The ancestry of Micah White "Sr." 
is as follows. 


White of Weymouth, Mass., born 
about 1599, died at Weymouth, Aug. 1679; wife unknown. 

Il. Thomas White, born about 1644, died at Brain- 
tree, Mass., Apr. 11, 1706; he also was known as Cap- :

THOMAS KIMBERLY IN ENGLAND 


Thomas Kimberly, later of New Haven and Stratford, 
Conn., was baptized at Wootton-under-Edge, co. Glouces- 
ter, England, 24 June 1604, and married at the neigh- 
boring parish of King's Stanley, 28 Aug. 1628, Alice 
Awood. They first appeared in New England records in 
January, 1637/8. Thomas named his eldest son Abraham 
after his father. He was a shoemaker by trade. [The 
Genealo of the Kimberly Family (1950), compiled by 
Donald - Jacobus for James Cheney Kimberly. ] 

Although the circumstantial evidence for the English 
identification of Thomas Kimberly was so strong as to 
seem conclusive, an even more conclusive piece of evi- 
dence has recently been found, and has been placed in 
our hands through the kindness of Irvine E. Gray, Esq., 
Records Officer, Shire Hall, Gloucester, England. A 
collection of deeds relating to the Grammar School at 
Wotton-under-Edge has been deposited in the Records Of- 
fice at Gloucester. The following document shows that 
Thomas Kimberly and his family had been living in a 
house leased from the School, and it is of particular 
interest that Thomas's wife Alice and son Abraham are 
named in the document; also, that the man who leased 
this house after Kimberly surrendered it was a trades- 
man like himself. The date of the document is consider- 
ably more than two years before |imberly's name has 
been found in a New England record, which may mean that 
he lived a short time elsewhere before emigrating, or 
that he emigrated a little earlier than supposed. 
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The deed in the Gloucestershire Records Office (ref- 
erence, G.R.O./D 73/2), for the copy of which Mr. Gray 
has our grateful tnanks, reads as follows: 

"John Turner, master, and the Scholars of the Gram- 
mar School TO Timothy Aldridge of Wotton-under-LEdge, 
tailor. Lease for 99 years (or lives of Timothy Al- 
dridge, Sarah his sister and John Howell of Slimbridge) 
of a messuage and garden in Haw Street (late in the 
tenure of Thomas Kimberley and the surrender of his 
lease, for the lives of himself, Alice his wife and 
Abraham their son, 'procured' by Timothy Aldridge). 
Rent 11/- which was 12d. more than that paid by Thomas 
Kimberley, provided that if the rent be not paid with- 
in twenty days of the due date or the premises being 
let witinout permission the master and scholars to re- 
enter, tenant to repair and keep in order, and to at- 
tend the Courts Baron of the master and scholars when 
summoned. 30 August 1635. 

"Sealed and delivered in the presence of: 

John Smyth, William Archard, Jos. Hatch, R. Smith 
and another." 


ANCESTRY OF THE FRENTICe&S OF rRESTON, CONN.

In some accounts of Capt. Thomas! Frentice of Newton, 
Mass., anu his descendants, it is stated that Samuel3 
trentice, son of Thomas© and Sarah (Stanton) Prentice, 
married Esther Hammond and had a son Joseph, born Jan. 
26, 1704, who married Mary Wheeler, Nov. 10, 1725. This 
Samuel Prentice did not have a son Joseph. 

The Joseph Prentice who married Mary Wheeler, Nov. 
10, 1725, was not a descendant of Capt. Thomas! Pren- 
tice. Joseph's immigrant ancestor was Valentinel Pren- 
tice, who came to New England in 1631 with his wife 
Alice and son John. He died at Roxbury, Mass., exact 
date unknown. His widow Alice married second, April 3, 
1034, John Watson. 

Valentinel lrentys, as his name is spelled in the 
records, married Alice Bl ], June 29, 1626, at 
Chelmsford, England. {The American Genealogist, 10:15.) 

Johne Frentice (Valentinel), born, it is supposed, 
about 1628, removed to New London, Conn. By his first 
wife Hester he had ten children. fFarticulars about his 
wives and family are planned for inclusion in a later 
article. 

His oldest child, John3, born Aug. 6, 1652, at New 
London, married Nov. 23, 1675, Sarah Jones. He died 
March 21, 1714/15; she died April 14, 1733. 

Joseph¥, oldest child of John and Sarah (Jones) 
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Prentice, baptized Feb. 4, 1676/7, at New London, mar- 
ricd Nov. 25 lor 26, the date has been read both ways], 
1700, at Stonington, Conn., Hannah Chesebrough, and re- 
moved to Preston, Conn. 

Joseph? Prentice, Jr., son of Joseph and Hannah 
(Chesebrough) Prentice, baptized March 14, 1702/3, at 
Freston, married there Nov. 10, 1725, Mary Wheeler. 


THE FAMILY OF PILGRIM SIMPKINS OF BOSTON

Not all of the available sources for Filgrim Simp- 
kins and his father have been covered. The following 
nctes were made in connection with the Simpkins marri- 
ages of the brothers Deacon John and Christopher Kilby, 
and as explaining the Tyler relationship to the Kilbys; 
see this writer's "Kilby Notes," The American Genealo- 
gist, vol. 27, pp. 197, 202. The church records have 
been covered only to 1740, and the deaths to 1800. 


Nicholas Simpkins, born about 1600, was the first 
captain of the Castle, in Boston, about 1634; went to 


Yarmouth by 9 Feb. 1638, returning to Boston by 1649, 
where he died, intestate, in 1656, leaving a widow, 

Mrs. Isabel Simpkins. Nicholes testified in 1654, aged 
SL, and Isabel at the same time, aged 4. He had three 
surviving children: Deborah, who married George Bur- 
rell; Filcrim; and Rebecca, who was married by Governor 
Bellingham, 29 Jan. 1654, at Boston, to William Therell. 
tilgrim appears in the two estate deeds, drawn by the 
heirs 2i, Jan. 1669. (the Mayflower Descendant, 2:75-6; 
10:1,1-2; 14:154-5; Suffolk Probate, Misc. Docxet; Suf- 
folk Deeds, 9:223-; Boston Rec. Comn., 9:49.] 


Capt. Pilgrime Simpkins, only son of Capt. Nicholas, 
born perhaps in Yarmouth, Mass., about 1625, died in 
Boston, Mass., 3 Dec. 1720, aged about 96, buried in 
tlhe Cranary; married first, about 1658, Miriam . 
who died there, 10 Nov. 1660; married second, ceremony 
by Gov. Bellingham, 27 Nov. 1661, Katharine Richardson, 
who died there 7 Apr. 1721, aged about 86, buried in 
the Granary. 

Besides the 1669 deeds mentioned above, Pilgrim gave 
only one other: 13 July 1688, Pilgrim Simpkins, of 
Boston, mariner, and Katharine, his wife, convey to 
Thomas Tyler, of same, mariner, for £40, land in Bos- 
ton. Witnesses: Richard Cheever and Eliezer Moody, 
Ser. Acknowledged 21 Dec. 1695 and recorded 1703. 
[Suffolk Deeds, 21:425.] 

There are a number of documents and records in his 


— 
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estate. Iiis will, made 19 Nov. 1714, proved 2 Jan. 
1720/1, describes him as of Boston, “aged and weak," 
and names loving wife, "“Katharin Simkins," all his es- 
tate for her life use, then son Nicholas to have 5 s. 
"if he come for it and no more." All the rest tc be 
divided between the children: John Simpkins, "Mariam 
Tyler," "Rebecca Kilbe," and "Sarah Kilbe"; and whereas 
son Thomas Simpkins is dead, his children shall have 
their father's equal part with the rest, above named; 
loving wife Katharinc to be sole executrix. Signs by 
mark. Witnesses: Joshua Winsor, Joseph Wise and John 
Cole. 

However, the widow being aged and infirm declined 
the trust and asked that her beloved son-in-law, Chris- 
topher Kilby, be appointed, 2 Jan. 1720/1, signing her 
request by mark. ‘The same day, Cole and Wise affirmed 


that they saw Filgrim sign the will and that they with 
Joshua Winsor, now decd., were the witnesses. The es- 
tate was apprized 7 Apr. 1721, and a brick house and 


other property noted, by John Ballentine,. Joseph "Ryall" 
and Richard Draper, and recorded 10 Apr. 1/721. 

On 13 July 1722, the widow iiatharine now being decd., 
Christopher Kilby, Victualler, with sureties Meriam Ty- 
ler, wiaow, ana John il'yler, brazier, ali of Boston, was 
appointed the adninistrator, de bonis non. Another in- 
ventory was made ll Oct (filed 15 Oct.) 1722. Christo- 
pher Kilby's first account was made 5 Nov. 1722, which 
mentions an inventcry of £372.17.03, of which £340 was 
in real estate. Among the charges paid out: 5 Dec. 
1720, paid John Kilby for funeral charges, £34.1.5 1/2; 
for "Wifes Funeral," £6.15.08; lent "Wife" in her life- 
time, £1; paid out a total of £i,.07.01 1/2. Among the 
debts due the estate: The"Accomptant," for boarding 
the wife 6 months and 14 days, -10s.3; to sundries up- 
on book to Christopher Ailby, £5.07.00; to Miriam Tiler 
upon bond, £110; to cash due "Mr. Tiler" upon book, 
£1.08.03. A second account mentions the Tylers again 
and also the sum of £290.18.11. (Suffolk Frobate,4383.] 

A deed in 1724 shows the final disposition of the 
real estate. On 19 June 1724, by order of the Superior

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DESCENTS FROM THE GRAND PRINCES OF KIEV

Among the lesser known descents shared by those who 
can trace their ancestry to the noble or royal families 
of England are several from the Rurikides, Grand Prin- 
ces of Kiev. In this sketch these various descents are 
brou;sht together in one chart, with the references 
shown for each step, so that those interested can ob- 
tain further information on each person named. 

The founder of the Royal liouse of the Ukraine and of 
Russia was one Rurik, considered to have been of Scan- 
dinavian origin. Originally said tc have been Swedish 
or Norwegian, scholars nave later uncovered evidence 
which points toward Denmark as the place of his birth. 
nurik, with his eekeiars. led a group of adventurers to 
seize control of what is now Great Russia about 360 


4.D., establishing a ruling dynasty. From him descend- 
ed the great Princes of Kiev (in the Ukraine) and of 


Novgorod and lhiuscovy, including Alexander Nevski and

There is an interesting corollary to this table. 
Henry I, King of England, tried to tic in the blood cf 
the royal Saxon house with his own, to reinforce his 
right to the throne, by marrying Matilda, dauchter of 
Queen Margaret of Scotlanc, who was a daushter of Ed- 
ward Aktheling and sister of Edgar. Edgar was the last 
saxon Claimant, wnose right was passed over by the 
Larls when they elected liarold II, son of Earl Godwin, 
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who was killed in ttle with the Conqueror at Hastings 
on ly October 1006. Harold left several children, of 
wnom only one seems to be positively identified—Guida, 


who married Vladimir II Monomachus, Grand Frince of 
Kiev. Thus it is that only through the Hoyal House of 
Kiev, and not until the marriage of Philippa of Hainault 
to Edward III, did the blood of the so-called "last of 
the Saxon Kings" finally merge with that of the Plantae 
enets, whence it flows to the present royal family and 
to numberless others. 

Those readers who trace their ancestr 
and rhilippa may be interested to read | 
fascinating novel about Harold and Willia The &« 
Warrior. Harold is generally believed to be buried at 
his abbey church of Waltham Holy Cross, just north of 
the city of London, though the crave is now lost. There 
is an interesting, unsupported and almost certainly 
false legend, however, in the vicinity of Cnester that 
he escaped alive from Hastings ana secretly traveled to 
Chester where he lived until his ceath at the church of 
St. John the Baptist.

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SARAH WEED WATERBURY FERRIS POND 
By Paul W. Prindle, B.S., of New York, N.Y. 


The faentity of Sarah, wife of Benjamin> ( Joseph“, 
Jeffrey~) Ferris of Stamford, Conn., has not heretofore 
been determined. S. P. Mead, in his Ye Historie of ye 
Town of Greenwich, page 541, shows her as Sarah ———. 
Benjamin died 10 July 1710 (Stamford V.R.], leaving an 
only child, Benjamin, born 22 Sept. 170|[-], the last 
digit being illegible in the original record. Arnold, 
in his copy of the record, shows the year as "1708 
(1709?)." The year was read and printed by Mr. Jacobus 
as 1709 [The American Genealogist, 11:39]. 

The widow "mrs. Sarah fferris” married 20 Sept. 1711 
[Stamford V.R.] the widower Nathaniel3 Pond (Samuel¢, 
Samuel!), born ly Feb. 1676 [Branford V.R.], whose first 
wife Elizabeth, daughter of John and Sarah (Tuttle) 
Slauson, had died 11 May 1711 [Stamford V.R.]. By this 
second marriage, Nathaniel had two children: Nathaniel, 
b. 18 Nov. 1712, and Israel, b. 7 Dec. 1714 [ibid.]. 

L. L. Jacobus, in his New Haven Genealogical Magazine 
(6:1454), called her Sarah, widow of Benjamin Ferris, 
which is correct as far as it goes. 

C. A. Hoppin, in Washington Ancestry [3:530] states, 
"Sarah Weed of the emigrant Jonas+ Weed}, 
born about 165), married on August 11, 1698 at Stam- 
ford Sergt. and Lieut. Davide Waterbury; secondly, Ben- 
jamin Ferris after Nov. 20, 1706; and thirdly, Nathan- 
iel Pond on Sept. 20, 1711. No children of record." It 
is false that there were no children of record; and con 
sidering the improbability of a woman born about 1654 
giving birth to a child in 1714, we may confidently re- 
ject Hoppin's claim that Sarah¢ Weed was the subject of 
this notice. 

S. P, Mead [op.cit., pp. 676, 680) gives Sarah} Weed 
(Daniele, pel as marrying (1) 11 Aug. 1698, as his 
second wife, Lt. Davide Waterbury (John+), and (2) Nath 
aniel Pond. Mead does not, however, show Benjamin Fer- 
ris as the interim husband of this Sarah Weed, and he 
incorrectly identifies the first wife of David@ Water- 
bury as Hannah, daughter of William Newman. Lt. David 
Waterbury married first, Sarah* Newman (Williaml), not 
her sister Hannah, who married 2 Apr. 1679 John Holly. 
The will of William Newnan in 1676 named three sons, 
Thomas, Daniel and John, of whom John died before pro- 
bate of the will, and three daughters, Sarah, Elizabeth 
and Hannah. The son Daniel Newman died in 1695, leav- 
ing a widow but no children, and the heirs, Thomas New- 
man, David Waterbery, Incres Holly and John Holly, as 
their names are spelled, made a distribution agreement. 
Since the marriages of Elizabeth and Hannah Newman, to 
Increase Holly and John Holly respectively, are found 
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on record, it follows by elimination that it must have 
been Sarah Newman who married David Waterbury las given 
ante, 27:2u42). 

The following heretofore unpublished extracts (punc- 
tuation added) from Book B of the Stamford Land Records 
clear the picture: 


105: 13 Sept. 1711. I, Sarah Ferris, formerly in Time of my 
late Husband Benjamin Ferris, Deceased, did with the consent of my 
said Husband & by virtue of my power as Executrix to the Last will

These extracts prove conclusively that the same Sa- 
rah married successively Lt. David Waterbury, Benjamin 
Ferris, and Nathaniel Pond. And since Stamford Vital 


Records show the marriage on 11 Aug. 1698 of David 
Waterbury to Sarah Weed, her surname has been estab- 
lished. Froof of her identity appears on folio 86 of 
Book

It is clearly evident from this record that Sarah 
(Weed) Waterbury, Ferris, Pond was the Sarah3 born 18 
Nov. 1675 to Daniel2 Weed (Jonas!), whose eldest two 
brothers were Abraham (born 1680) and Daniel (born 
1685), and whose mother Ruth ( ), widowed 29 Nov. 
1697, married second, 23 July 1705, as his second wife, 
Petere Ferris (Jeffrey!), who died 28 Sept. 1706, and 
married third, 19 Jan. 1707/8, John Clapp [Stamford V. 
R. contain all dates in this paragraph]. 

Abraham and Daniel Weed, brothers of Sarah and ad- 
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ministrators of the estate of their late mother, obvi- 

isly did not wish Nathaniel Pond or his heirs to feel 
they had any claim to the estate of Mrs. Ruth Clapp, so 
on the very day of Sarah's marriage to Nathaniel they 
had her sign this positively worded waiver and rushed 
it to Stephen Bishop for recording that same day. 

Mrs. Sarah rond S Jan. 1715/16 {Stamford V.k.], 
and Jonas} Weed (Jonas Jonas+), who had married 20 
Jan. 1703/4 ed, Waterbury, born 10 Jan. 1684/5, a 
daughter of Lieut.

It was just as well that Jonas lost little time in 
collecting from Nathaniel Fond, for Pond died 23 Aug.

This determination of the of Sarah, wife 
successively of Lieut.

RECENT BOOKS 


A Guide for Genealogical Research. By Archibald F. 
Bennett. Published by The Genealogical Society, 80 
North Main Street, Salt Laxe City 1, Utah. 338 p.3 in- 
dexed. postpaid. 

This volume contains a great ceal of useful informa- 
tion, much of which is not readily available in other 
handbocks. The earlier chapters, while aesigned pri- 
marily for the use ana instruction of members of the 
Cnurch of Christ orf Latter-Day Saints, provide helpful 
hints for American renealogists of every shade cf re- 
ligious faith. These are illustrated by a number of 
case histories, showing what information a person had 
from family sources as a start, and just how he pro- 
ceeded to verify or correct the original information, 
and how to amplify it ana carry the line further back. 

Examples are cited whicn show what marvelous records 
this Churcn has kept of its own people, ana also what a 
masgnificent Library of botn printed ana manuscript 
sources its Genealogical Society has built up. . 

Samples are given ol research in England anc Lenmark 
and an appendix lists the chief sources to be found in 
Canada, in tne British Isles, in the Scandinavian coun- ' 
tries, in the Netherlands, Germany, and Switzerland. 
The appendices, in fact, ueserve special mention and 
praise. the first, tollowing cefinitions of terms used 
in genealogy and heraldry, gives samples of the diffrer- 
ent classes of records kept in England, and locality 
designations in different countries. tlhe second appen- 
dix, besides the list of sources in Canada anda European 
countries, and a bibliorraphy, includes the dates when 
state registration of vital statistics befan, samplcs 
of old knglish script, and of Danish and German script, 
and other matter. 

Farticularly useful are the lists, in the third ap- 
pendix, of genealogical terms, with their English e- 
quivalents, in most of the languages of western Europe. 
The use of strictly genealovical data in these lan- 
guares is often easy if one learns or can look up these 
terms of frequent occurrence. We also find here the 
latinizeda forms of kLnglish names, and the Latin names 
of the English counties, so often found in visitation 
pedigrees and in the olcer parish registers. ‘the final 
appendix explains the change from the Julian to the 
Gregorian calendar, anu an unusual feature is a table 
showing the precise aate on which the change became ef- 
fective in the various ccuntries of Europe. One fea- 
ture of the change which, it seems to your reviewer, is 
jnsufficiently explained, is the rectification of their 
cvirth dates to "New Style" by most of the English colo- 
nials who were born prior to the change in 1752, which 
so often causes discrepancies between baptismal and al- 
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leged birth dates. However, a valuable and unusual 
phase of this appendix is the list otf fixed feast days 
and the tables for figuring tne dates of movable feast 
days in any given year between 1528 and 1351. It is 
always a nuisance to read in an English record that an 
event occurred a fortnight after Michaelmas, and worse 
if a date was based on a movable holiday such as Easter. 
it will be useful to have these lists and tables avail- 
able for quick reference. 

Altogetner, tiis book is quite unlike any other in 
the field of fenealogical aids, and it can be heartily 
recommended to libraries and to all genealogists. 


The Colonial Clergy of Maryland, Delaware and Geor- 
gia. By Frederick Lewis Weis, Th.D. Lancaster, Mass., 
1950. 104 p. 

This is the fifth publication of the Society of the 
Lescendants of the Colonial Clergy, ana the first ey 
pages are devoted to society matters and the membership 
list. The clergy of the three states in colonial times 
are listed alphabetically under each state, followed by 
alphabetical lists of tne colonial churches in each of 
these states, with dates of establishment. Similar 
books by the same author have been issued covering New 
England (1936) and the Middle and Southern Colonies 
(1938), and the series constitutes an important histo- 
rical reference work. 

Even for one whose interests lie chiefly in other 
seeographical fields, it is enlisehtening to check through 
these lists and to see a familiar name turn up, such as 
Archbishop Carroll (&.C.) in Maryland and Charles Wes- 
ley (later of Methodist fame) in Georgia. Long and ar- 
Guous research must have been required to compile these 
lists. 


Population Schedules, 1800-1870. Volume Index to 
Counties and Major Cities. The National Archives: 
Washington, 1951. [Special Lists, Number 3. National 
Archives Fublication No. 51-18.) 217 p. 

These are the census records which are now open to 
the public, excepting the First Census (1790) which is 
in print. The lists show in wnat volume each county is 
to be found, and the wards of the large cities, as well 
as wnat schedules are missing for certain places and 
years. The lists snoula be useful to those who can see 
the census schedules in Washington, also to those who 
are ordering or requcsting searches. The book is dis- 
tributed without char;e to libraries, and any library 
which boasts much of a section aevoted to history or 
genealogy should obtain a copy. 

The paces are typewriter-paper size. With different 
arrangement, or smaller type, or some other duplicating 
process, could not a more compact book be issued, not 
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only easier to hanale, but at a saving of paper cost 
and a saving of space on library shelves? 


List of Church Records on Deposit at Connecticut 
State Library. As of September 1, 1951. Second editi- 
on. Hartford, 1951. 11 p. 

This Bulietin supersedes the list published in 1942. 
The churches are listed in alphabetical oraer, and it 
is amazing how many are now available at the State Li- 
brary. Naturally, the up-to-date list will be very 
useful to all record searchers, makiny it possible to 
ascertain in advance of visiting Hartford what records 
of this type may be found there. 

A large percentage of those who want to see church 
recoras are looking primarily for vital statistics-- 
baptisms, marriages, and deaths or funerals. It would 
take a «reat deal of work, but in a future list it 
woula be most helpful to state whether such vital sta- 
tistics are included in the church records, and what 
range of years they cover. ‘there are occasional en- 
tries in the present list which seem obscure. 

or instance, after Wolcott is entered, "Congrega- 
tional Church 1326-1915" and under that "Conrrerational 
Church 1773-1305." Are these overlapping records of 
the sane church? ‘There is but one Congrevational So- 
ciety in Wolcott, so far as your reviewer knows. Wol- 
cott seems a difficult place. Nearly twenty years aro 
the reviewer wasted an entire day trying to locate the 
Conrregational Church records of Wolcott, calling on 
the minister, the aeacon, and the clerk of the church, 
and no one knew anything about them, altnough they were 
in existence when Orcutt wrote his history of the town, 
anu even as recentiy as 1915 when a friend of the re- 
viewer saw then and copied some marriage and baptismal 
records from them. 

Mire Albert C. Bates, in nis excellent and still use- 
ful List of Confrevational Ecclesiastical Societies 
istablished in Connecticut before October 1318 (Conn. 
Hist. Society, 1413), states on page le, "karmingbury 
society. See Wolcott Society." (Farmingbury was the 
old name of the parish before it became a town.) But 
turn to the letter "Ww" in this pamphlet and look for 
Wolcott. You will look in vain, for it is not there. 
Somewhere between the compiler and the printer, \Yolcott 
got lost. Is it any wonaert hat your reviewer feels 
there is a dark aura of mystery nancing over Wolcott 
and its church recorus, ana even witn the double list- 
inc in the present Bulletin, doubts that any vital sta- 
tistics will be found in the records listed?

CONMNsCTICUT SUPEKIOR COURT RECORDS 


3v Donald Lines Jacobus, New Haven, Conn. 


ithe Connecticut Superior Court was established in 
1711 and was a circuit court until 1798. Since 1793 the 
reccrcs have been xept by each county. Those for the 
period 1711i-1/¥0 cover the state as a whole, and the 
record volumes and files are aeposited at the State Li- 
brary. The volumes are unpared anc unincexed. ‘the 
files are arranged by date. When the date cf an action 
is known, the records can be located without much loss 
of time, but a great deal of valuable genealo;ical in- 
formaticn is buried because few pecple can spend the 
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time, or pay for a search, reading through manuscript 
volumes or files on the chance of locating mentions of 
the names in which they are interested. 

The only solution to a situation of this kind is a 
cooperative search. A searcher could read through such 
records for a stated period of years for several persons 
looking for the several surnames desired, and each per- 
son would bear only his share of the cost. 

the following items, noted by chance in the course 
of a recent search, will give some idea of the kind of 
record which is occasionally found if one is lucky. [It 
will be seen that the first of these records is a suit 
brought by a large number ol individuals claiming land 
which rightly or wrongly had come into the possession 
of one Oliver Grant. Although sometimes such a claim 
might be based on right by purchase, as a seneral rule 
when several of the claimants had the same surname and 
husbanas and wives joined in the claim (tne husbanas in 
right of tneir wives), the land was inherited, or the 
heirs tnought it should have been inherited by then, 
from a common ancestor. Although the descent ana the 
relationships of tne claimants are not specified, at 
least in the record voluwne, suits of this type have 
great genealogical value. By using the vital, probate 
and land records, in connection with the names speci- 
fied in the law suit, it is often possible to work out 
the pedigree more completely than would be possible by 
the use of over sources witnout tne information sup- 
plied by the suit. Onc important feature is the state- 
ment of residence of each claimant. 

The three items mentioned below are all from the un- 
paged Volume ly of tne Superior Court Kecords. 

(1) Mareh 1700. Obediah Gore and Oliver Clark of 
Norwich; Josian Fark, Benajah Park, Nath Holdridge 
ana wife Frudence, all ol fFreston; Samuel Standish and 
wife Abi-rail, Daniel Brown, Josiah Brown, and Thomas 
Srown, all of Albany, N.¥.; Thomas Brown Jr., Samuel 
Brown, and Benjamin I!amman and Frudence JIlamman, all of 
Nine Partners, N.Y.; Hezekiah Brown, Eunice Brown, and 
Esther Brown, of said Nine Fartners; Zebulon tarrish 
and wife Hannah of Winaham, and UVliver Farrish and wife 
Mary of Plainfield; Joshua Meach and wife Lucy of Fres- 
ton; Jacob simbal of Enfield; Moses ximbal, Asa Kimbal, 
Levi Kimbal, Crecia Kimbal, Elisha Kimbal, and Daniel 
Kimbal, all of Preston; Elijah Parke, Oliver Parke, 
Ebenezer Parke, and Mary Park, all of Canterbury, und 
Amos Hall of Preston; and Samuel .Hill, Levi Hill, and 
Dorothy Hill of Stonington; contra Oliver Grant of 
Stonington, asking for partition of a tract of land in 
Stonington, of which they are tenants in common. 

(2) August 1760. Justus Bush, Gilbert Mead and Re- 
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beckah Nead, of Greenwich, Conn., ana Benj" fringle and 
wife Hannah of Peexskill, N.Y.3; versus Thomas Marsnall 
of Greenwich, claiming ten acres of land in Greenwich. 

(3) Attention is called to the last case cited by 
Mr. Noel C. Stevenson in his article, "Connecticut Court 
Reports" [ante, p. 23], one of those included by Jesse 
Root in his xeports of Cases printed in 1798. ‘his in- 
volved lara entailed by one Samuel Smith, sr. lor Glas- 
tonbury, Conn.j, winich was to go at his death to his scn 
Samuel, Jr., but if the latter snould die without heirs 
of his body, tnen to #o to another son, Joseph. The 
younger Samuel came into possession and in 1734 conveyed 
the land to his sister Rachel. TYhus, when the younger 
Samuel died in 1749, there were two claimants: Rachel 
by virtue of her deea, and Joseph by virtue of the ear- 
lier entail. 

The manuscript account of this case is found in Vol- 
ume ly olf tne Connecticut Superior Court Records, the 
suit beiny brought in 1760. It eccnfirms the printed 
statemcnt that Samuel Smith tne younger died in 1749. 

Some account of this Smith family was given by the 
present writer, ante, vol. 25, p. 131. ‘The younger 
Samuel was born at Glustonbury, 20 Feb. 1692/3, and is 
identified as the Yale graduate of 1713. It was there 
pointed out that according to Franklin B. Dexter's Yale 
Biographies [1:1li,] Samuel was the minister of the Col- 
umbia (then Lebanon Crank in Lebanon) Church from 1720 
to 172k when, nis health failing, he resigned and died 
on 27 May 1725, the day his successor was orcained. 
However, I cited the deed siven by Samuel on 2) April 
1734 to his sister Rachel (this is the deed referred to 
in the law suit), and also a deea given by his brother- 
in-law on 14 vec. 1744 which calls him "late of Glastom 
bury now Kesicent in Lyme." These deeds of course made 
it evident tiat he did not die in 1725 as stated by Mr. 
Dexter. The court records now show that he survived 
until 1749. whether the Dexter statement errs in iaen- 
tufying this Samuel Smith the Columbia minister, 
or merely in making him aie 24 years too early, we are 
not at present prepared to say.

Mrs. Harnan Maynara oi Norwich, Conn., presented a 
statement in her own handwriting that she was aaushter 
of Caleb sdson, who was born in Bridgewater, Mass., and 
served in the Revolution for three years; that he died 
when she was about 13, and that her mother remained a 
widow and died in July 1040. A Captain White and Khir. 
Benjamin Paddock, who knew her father in Bridgewater, 
called upon him wnen he lived in Connecticut. Mrs. May- 
nerd was an only child and now "upwards of 50 years." 

A second affidavit is that of the Widow Anna Maples 
wno states that Caleb Edson worked for her first hus- 
band, D. Bromley, wno was tnen of Preston. ‘She states 
that Edson came in the fall of 1790 and was destitute 
of clothes and tnat he worked for Mr. Bromley for 6 to 
12 months. tason frequently talked of Col. rutnam and 
others wnom he knew in the Army. 

Kbenezer Story submitted a signed statement that Ca- 
leb Edson maruwied his widowed mother in 1791. That Ed- 
son was of'ten asked by the Militia Company to bugle for 
them. He understood that Edson came from Bridgewater, 
Mass., that he enlisted there and served for three 
years. kdson was discharged in New York and remained 
there a while before coming to Connecticut. Capt. White 
ana iirc. Benjamin raddock of Bridgewater called rather 
frequently, both having known Edson in Bridgewater. 

Mrs. Mary Story of Freston, Conn., knew Caleb Edson 
for tnree years before his death in November 1005. She 
stated that his widow did not remarry ana tnat she aied 
24 July 1640. Mrs. Hannah Maynard was an only child. 
Surtner, she unagerstood tnat Edson was in the kevoltu- 
tion trom nis home town of Bridgewater, Iiass.

13. Samuel¢ Spencer (Thomas!) of Windham, Conn., 
previously of Braintree, Mass., married Sarah ——. 
Mr. Waldo C. Sprarue, of Wollaston, Mass., who is mak- 
ing a study of Braintree families, kindly informs us 
that in a list of "Lismissions to us" in the early 
Braintree church records, but never published, is an 
entry that on 1y: 11: 168, "Sarah the wife of Saml 
Spenser, a child of the church" was admittec from Bil- 
lerica. ‘the date is 19 Jan. 1634/5, and this helps to 
confirm our guess that their son John was born "say 
1634," and probably he was born at Billerica. The 
daughters Sarah and Hannah were baptized at Braintree, 
S sept. 1636 and / Sept. 1639 respectively, as already 
stated in our account (ante, 27:167). Mr. Sprague 
points out that a fourth child, David, was baptized at 
Braintree on 23: 4: 1691 (28 June 1691). This is in 
the printec Braintree baptisms |New England Register, 
vol. 59), but was overlooked by three investigators of 
the Spencer family, including the present writer, ap- 
parently because the names in this entry are entirely 
omitted from the index of that volume of the Register. 
What became of the son David, we do not know, if indeed 
he survived; but his brother John (No. 33) named a son 
bavid, so probably he livea long enough to be remember- 
ed. Mr. Sprague thinks, from similar entries, that 
"a child of the church" in the record of Sarah's admis- 
sion means that she was baptized as an infant in Brain- 
tree, which suggests that she belonged to one of those 
Braintree families [such as Brackett and Crosbyj which 
had renoved to Billerica. This is an important clue 
for descenaants who seek to iaentify her.
